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In Memory 


The staff and students of Kentucky School for the Blind were 
greatly saddened to learn of the death of Mrs. Carol Frey on Friday, 
June 17, 1983, in an automobile accident. Mrs. Frey, who had been 
employed as librarian since September, 1963, following much 
volunteer service, was on a long-planned vacation in Denmark at the 
time. Her contributions to the development of the library were 
innumerable, and her committment to the students was tireless. We 
deeply mourn her passing. 


Personal Tribute And Rememberance 


It wasn‘t until the following Monday morning that | learned of 
the sudden and tragic accident that took Mrs. Carol Frey from us on 
Friday, June 17, 1983. | had been out of town that weekend and had 
not heard the report on the radio, so the news took several days to 
reach me. The report of her death took me by surprise, and | just could 
not comprehend its impact that day. Many others have told me that 
they too felt the same way. Her loss had been so unexpected and she 
had been with us for so long, it just did not seem that she could be 
gone. 

My first memory of Mrs. Frey was when she organized the © 
move of the library from the old classroom building to the new one in | 
January, 1964. To do this, a chain of students was formed to pass the 
books from the shelves of the old library to those in the new. This was 
my first demonstration of her remarkable ability to organize people 
and books. 

Once the new library was occupied, Mrs. Frey organized it so 
that students could use the materials as independently as possible. 
Putting the book card catalog in braille was the most inportant aspect 
of the library for me, and conceivably for the majority of those who use 
it.| can remember the very satisfactory feeling of being able to look up 
books on sports, nature, and mysteries. | was a big Perry Mason and 
Ellery Queen fan at the time. Looking up how many books were in the 
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library by a certain author, or trying to find a book for a book report 


that our English teacher had not read was made easier by the braille 
catalog. Of course, Mrs. Frey was always ready and willing to 
introduce me and other students to new authors and books that we 
would not have otherwise considered. Lists of new books with 
annotations complimented the card catalog. . 

Mrs. Frey cooperated with the Louisville Library to channel 
recorded programs to KSB. These not only included educational 
programs to the classrooms, but | can remember going to the library at 
lunchtime and hearing classical guitar music being broadcast by 
phoneline just as background music is in stores today. Another 
resource that was promoted was a good reference collection. Like the 
library programs, these were used not only for school work, but also as 
a source of enjoyment. 

| had only two years of library use as a student under Mrs. Frey 
and therefore missed many of the innovations that came later. There 
was a realia collection featuring stuffed animals, reference library of 
print books for the teachers, a large print book collection, classical 
music on records and tapes and her amazing collection of owl figurines. 

Mrs. Frey initiated and emphasized summer reading programs for the 
students. She also opened up the library for the adult blind that lived 
close by the school 

The majority of my experience with Mrs. Frey came after | had 
graduated from KSB in 1965. The time | remember best was when she 
opened the library one night a week in the summer of 1973.Blind 
adults in the KSB neighborhood were able to borrow books and browse 
through the braille card catalog. | enjoyed the experience, not only 
because | used the books, but because | was able to help with the 
shelving and circulation of books. Later in the fall of 1973 | had the 
wonderful opportunity to work with Mrs. Frey for two weeks as a 
temporary helper. 

Because of these brief experiences, | was able to continue as 
amicable and fruitful working relationship with Mrs. Frey after | 
joined the Kentucky Library for the Blind and Physically Handicapped. 
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(KLBPH). She was personally supportive of me and the KLBPH 
program. For the past nine years, she was an active and influencial 
member of the KLBPH Advisory Council (1973-1975), and the 
Governor‘s Advisory Council on Libraries. She continued to increase 
the KSB library collection, to assist students with schoo! work and 
pleasure reading, to establish a campus radio station, to initiate the 
use of cassettes, and to help students receive library service from 
Frankfort. One of her major coups was the acquistion of a large audio 
tape collection from the Lousiville Free Public Library. In the 
meantime, teachers, students, and former students continue to 
depend on Mrs. Frey‘s assistance and advice. 

After twenty years of continuous innovative service, the 
pinnacle of her career loomed on Mrs. Frey‘s horizon. It was 
announced that a new wing to the existing Lydia A. Scoggan 
Classroom Building would be built that would allow the library to 
double in size and to add a resource center to its list of services. |, 
along with many others, looked forward to this wonderful prospect, 
and to having Mrs. Frey coordinating the library expansion. Mrs. 
Frey‘s trip to Europe was a long deserved vacation before the final 
push. 

The KSB administration will continue the plans for the new 
building extension. All of us will continue to remember Mrs. Frey‘s 
many contributions to KSB. Most of all, we will miss having this 
wonderful person with us.

Classroom Expansion Has Begun 


The rumble of construction equipment greeted returning 
students as work on the the addition of the Lydia A. Scoggan 
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Classroom Building coincided with the beginning of school year 
1983-84. The construction project which includes building of a new 
three-floor wing to the existing Scoggan Classroom Building and 
renovation of the present structure is expected to be completed in 
September, 1984. | 

The new copper-roofed wing, which will feature earth colors, is 
to be located on the south side of the Scoggan Classroom Building, 
approximately half-way between it and Frankfort Avenue. The first 
floor of the new wing facing Frankfort Avenue will house elementary 
classrooms, an elementary resource room, and deaf-blind/multihandi- 
capped rooms. The first floor side facing the existing building will 
contain a learning laboratory, two orientation and mobility offices, a 
counselor’s office, and speech therapy rooms. 

Renovation of the existing first floor rooms emphasizes 
vocational training rooms and a Braillewriter repair room. Kitchens for 
student use will be located on both first and second floors. 

The second floor rooms facing Frankfort Avenue will include 
rooms for kindergarten, first, second and third grades, primary 
resource room, and a conference room. The second-floor rooms facing 
the existing Scoggan Classroom Building will feature a large 
multipurpose room, a counselor’s office, social workers’ offices, and a 
social service suite area. 

Renovation of the existing second floor of the Scoggan 
Classroom Building will be quite extensive. The existing lobby area, 
principal’s office, classroom office, and supervisor’s office will revert 
to individual classrooms. The home economics classroom kitchen will 
reclaim its living room. A staff lounge will occupy Room 208. 

Room 205 will become a professional library-conference room. 
Room 204 will house the teachers‘ work area with mailboxes and 
machines. Room 203 will be converted to a new lobby area and will 
feature a new glass-enclosed front entrance to the building. Rooms 
201 and 202 will be converted to administrative offices. 

Second and third floors of the existing building will joint the 
new wing via an enclosed bridge. 
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Third floor of the new wing is devoted entirely to a new library. 
The existing library will become a resource center for the storage of 
books and materials. A Kentucky history room will be located at the 
site of the present reference room and Room 302. A cathedral ceiling 
will be a special feature of this room. 

Other renovations to the existing building will include 
repainting, some new carpeting, central air conditioning, a new 
communications system enabling each classroom to call both the 
classroom office and library, and a new public address system. A 
parking area with five new spaces has been added on the right side of 
the main driveway entrance. 

An offical ground-breaking ceremony will take place on October 
27 at 1:30.

Computers At K.S.B. 


K.S.B.has been very fortunate in being able to purchase 
computers and other technical devices through a special grant 
obtained by Mr. Raymond Barber, Superintendent of Public 
Instruction. Items purchased for computer instruction include Apple 
Ile computers speech synthesizers which enable blind users to hear 
is on the computer, VersaBraille machines, Modified Perkins braillers 
that function as computers, and printers. 

Our teaching staff has had some introductory training and will 
be receiving more in the future. Already students have been able to 
become acquainted with the computers. Students at all levels will 
receive some instruction. During the 1983-84 school year students will 
learn how to operate computers, learn about access equipment, and 
learn computer literacy. The computers will be distributed among the 
instructional program as follows; three computers in the high school 
program, two computers in the middle school, and two in the 
elementary grades. 

We feel that computer education will benefit K.S.B.students in 
finding employment in the future. Computers and the various 
peripheral devices will enable blind people to fill out print forms, to 
work as programmers to have access to printed materials, to manage 
their own finances, etc. 

The staff and students at K.S.B.are already finding computers 
interesting and fun to work with. We are grateful to the Kentucky 
Department of Education in making this program possible.

The K.S.B. Wildcats traveled to the Tennessee School for the 
Blind for a four-way track meet with Indiana, Ohio and Tennessee. 
The ‘Catswere hampered by injuries, leaving behind two members of 
the team. Only six boys traveled to Tennessee for the meet. They 
performed very well considering it was just the first meet of the year.
